a. An alleged telegram from Bao Dai, dated 7 March, to the 
"Unified Front”, congratulating them on their steps toward national 
union, which will also be welcomed by all who wish to take their 
stand behind the Chief of State. 

£>. An alleged letter from Ba Cut to the Cao Dai pope, 

Generals Phuong, Vien, and Soai, and The himself. It proposes 
that, if Diem is not overthrown by "our political means", recourse 
should be had to force* throughout the 21 provinces of South 
Vietnam. The letter pledges the support of Ba Cut's own party 
in the struggle against Diem in the 11 western provinces, and 
8sks each recipient : .to make known his own position. 

If the Bao Dai message is authentic, it would be a matter of concern. 

I would like to do some further checking before accepting either of . 

these documents as genuine. 
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
